ley, is the latest victim of the burglar 


who is making this town a field of 
operations. 


Tuesday morning 
when the lady 
rose she discovered that her house had 
been entered during the night and $49.- 
50 taken away. 
The thief got into the 
house through a window in the first 
story, and thence proceeded to a room 
on the second floor in which the artist 
kept her money. 
After making his 
haul he climbed out on a porch be­ 
neath the window of the ransacked 
room, and then dropped to the ground. 
His course was traced by mud from 
his boots. 


In a nearby room was a closet con­ 
taining valuable jewels and plate, but 
they were not disturbed. 
The build­ 


ing is, three stories high. 
Mrs. De 
Lorme sleeps on the top floor. She 
occupies the huge house alone, and 
has long been a mark for burglars who 
were tempted by stories of the plate 
and jewelry which the edifice contains. 


Three attempts were made by bur­ 
glars previous to the visit of Monday 
night. 
On the third occasion a maid 


who 
slept on the ground floor was 
awakened by a noise at her window. 
"Reaching under a pillow she grasped 
a pistol, and then rushing to the win­ 


dow presented the weapon at the man, 


who immediately disappeared. 


It is believed that the last burglary 


was perpetrated jby some one well ac­ 
quainted with the premises, as he suc­ 
ceeded in passing without disturbance 
a cordon of savage dogs, and certainly 
knew where to look for his booty.

head; merchandise by express, 130 
tons; hides and leather, 30 tons; tal­ 
low, 50 tons; lumber and shingles, 25 
thousand feet equal to 75 tons; hay, 
80 tons. 


There are quite a number of items 
which would figure up largely, which 
have not been taken into considera­ 
tion but would find their way over the 
new wharf. 


The various articles coming to Berke­ 
ley upon which a toll would be levied 
are: 
Fruit and vegetables, 130 tons; 
mill work, 15 tons; oil in bulk, 5 tons; 
linseed and cocoanut material, 300 
tons; flour and feed, 300 tons; coal, 
400 tons; starch and soap, 5 tons; lime 
and cement, 150 tons; horses and cows, 
50 head; hogs and sheep, 500 head; 
merchandise by express, 300 tons; 
hides and leather, 75 tons; tallow, 50 
tons; wines and liquors, 15 tons; lum­ 
ber and shingles, 60,000 feet, equal to 
180 tons; wood, 50 cords; bark, 50 
cords; hay, 75 tons. 


There are also many, lens of freight 
not enumerated and still further the 
amount of business would be increased- 
by the fact that facilities would be af­ 
forded by the knowWlge of that fact. 


Later on further Statistics will be 
submitted to the club and through it 
to the public so that everyone can see 
upon what foundation the improve­ 
ments are asked for.
